County Administrator Gerard Morgan reported on the items approved by the County

Contract Agreement with Geauga Mechanical to perform upgrades to the Chiller at the
Courthouse Annex as needed and as further described in the descriptions of work attached as
Exhibits A and B and provide any other services at Geauga County buildings as requested by
the Director for a one-year period, effective May 4, 2023 in an amount not to exceed $8,000.00
and for Transit approved an unpaid medical leave of absence for Nicole Sounik, Full-time
Driver for up to ninety-eight (98) hours, not covered by accrued sick and vacation leave during
the period May 2, 2023 (payroll #10) through May 19, 2023 (payroll #11). This will extend her
probationary period by the number of days (hours) used and accepted the resignation of Donald
Geddis, Part-time Driver to be effective May 11, 2023; as authorized by Resolution #23-003
under the direction and supervision of the County Commissioners that was approved January 5,
2023 pursuant to O.R.C. 305.30.

Mr. Morgan stated that
Geauga County has an MS4 sewers, NPDES permit through the EPA that the County Engineer,
Soil and Water and Water Resources do the testing for. Geauga County was included in the
lawsuit and as part of the suit, Geauga County received $17,414.03, according to the agreement
the funds can be used for testing in connection with the MS4 permit. Mr. Morgan added that
those funds can be used for testing of systems for possible contamination, so the phase 4
program, so any testing regarding the discharge pipes included in the permit. Ms. Blair added
that the check was sent to the Recorders Olffice and was contacted by the Prosecutor’s office
about it and after some looking into it discovered it was connected to the NPDES permit and
directed Ms. Rine to reach out to the Engineer and Ms. Shale from Soil and Water for more
information. Ms. Blair added that she was aware that Ms. Shale had sent an email to the Board
about it with an idea on how to spend the funds, however after reviewing the agreement it does
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not appear it could be used in that manner.
